removed from Penal Code
tion 476a, regarding bad checks,
(no account, not sufficient
funds, ete.,). The practical ap-
plication of this change is that
no criminal prosecution may be
undertaken on checks drawn on
out of state banks.

By removing the provisions
governing the use of protests
the legislature has made it
necessary for the prosecution to
produce a bank witness with his
records from such an out-of-
state bank. It is believed that
the expense of such a witness
will be prohibitive and will in
effect forestall the arrest of a
person using such checks. It
will not be possible to. correct
this situation before the next
session of legislature, if at all.
It is therefore suggested that
all persons cashing checks
drawn on banks located out of
state, do so with great caution,
as any assistance from law en-
forcement Agencies will be ex-
tremely costly and it will proba-
bly become necessary to assume
these expenses with no guar-
antee that he will be reimbursed.
